No one knows exactly who won, yet. 
But it doesn't make that much difference, 
Indeed, it's true that the Elsinore 
Grand Prix is advertised as a race, And 
it's equally true that the riders try their 
damnedest to grab the checkered flag. 
But all of that is really secondary. 
More than a race — more thana setting 
for riders to vie for top honors — the 
annual frolic around the streets and back 
country of Elsinore is a Motorcycle 
Event, with a capital M and a capital E, 
It's a chance for ‘‘NewImage’’ motor- 
cyclists to put their thing together, 
And, baby, that's exactly whatthey did, 
Describing the Gripsters Motorcycle 
Club bash is a difficult thing. But try 
this: To the atmosphere of one Oklahoma 
rodeo, add flavoring from the LeMans, 
France Grand Prix, Sift in the continual 
excitement of a three ring circus, along 
with some beer drinking lessons acquired 
at the Oktoberfest in Munich, Germany. 
For coloring, add a movie star ot two, 
an occasional hippie, a few ‘‘old Image’’ 
biers, and a telecopter constantly hover- 
ing overhead, Finally, add at least three 
thousand motorcycles — complete with 
noise and fumes — to 40 or 50 thousand 
people from Middletown, U.S.A., a 
variety of campers, vans, tents, and 
several tons of food and drink, Let the 
entire mixture simmer for two days 
around the shores of sunny Lake Elsi- 
nore, When completed, send tired happy 
ingredients home, to await a repeat 
performance next year. 

But all of this is not to say that the 
Grand Prix doesn’t feature some very 
fine racing, Far from it, 

For two days, nearly 600 competitors 
dashed around the horrendous ten mile 
loop at breakneck speeds. Leaving tenat

a time, riders screamed down the streets 
of Elsinore, each trying to be first to 
tackle the mud, rocks, sand and hills of 
the off-road section, And shortly after 
the last riders had left, the first group 
would make their appearance at the other 
end of town, At 70, maybe 80 miles per 
hour, the riders would attack the asphalt, 
slowing only briefly for the corners and 
hairpin turns, And then back to the 
boonies again, 

In the event that the rider and bike 
held together, contestants were’ required 
to make ten complete turns around that 
obstacle course, laughingly describedas 
a race track, 

Officially, it all started atabout9a.m, 
Saturday, when Jim Foxe, racing direct- 
or for the Gripsters, called the 0-250cc 
riders together to give them their in- 
structions, He told them a little about the 
race, and a lot about how to get dis- 
qualifed, 

A little after 10 a.m., they started 
letting riders into the ballpark, where 
all bikes had been impounded the night 
before, And around 10:30 a.m., riders, 
led by last year's winner, Bill Onga, 
began pushing their machines toward 
the starting line, 

Eleven o'clock, the scheduled starting 
time, came and went, and riders were 
still manhandling their bikes out of the 
impound area (Foxe said later that he 
had ''miscalculated" the time required 
to get all bikes pushed to the starting 
line). Eleven thirty, twelve o'clock, and 
bikes were still being pushed into posi- 
tion, 

But finally, shortly after noon, the 
signal was given, and the engines were 
started, Absolutely deafening! Over 1000 
unmuffled engines whining at top RPM, 
waiting for the official to give them the 
go ahead, And then it came,

But Smith didn't fare so well in Sun- 
day's big bike competition, Looking ex- 
actly like a repeat of Saturday's race, 
Smith grabbed a sizeable first lap lead. 
But, coming out of the pit area on the 
fourth lap, he and his big Husky 360 
ran into a spectator trying to cross the 
track, The lady was rushed to the hos- 
pital, reportedly in serious condition, 
And Smith, nursing a badly dinged arm, 
was out for the duration, 

Then, it was number five, Steve Hurd 
and his Maico, who set the pace. Atleast 
it was probably Hurd. No one will know 
for sure until the official results are 
tabulated, but most observers feel that 
the Montebello bike owner will probably 
walk away with big bike honors.

It's virtually impossible to tell at this

Competing on both days, Mc 
Queen proved beyond a shadow of a doubt 
that there is nothing plastic about his 
motorcycle riding ability, He more than 
held his own with some of the bestin the 
country, and probably will end up some- 
where in the top 10 per cent of those 
competing this past weekend, On Sunday, 
however, McQueen did an endo and in- 
jured his foot, He finished the race, but 
by the end of the day it became in- 
creasingly difficult for him to walk. He 
drove his pick-up out of the pit area, but 
said he planned to stop at a hospital to 
have the foot x-rayed for possible frac- 
tures, 

After all was aid and done, spectators 
and riders alike agreed that the event 
was more than a small success, 

And Jim Foxe, along with Grady Laf- 
ferty, president of theInternationalRac- 
ing Radio Crew, would be among the first 
to concur, Foxe described the event as 
“pretty fantastic," The only problem, 
both men agreed, was spectator control: 
At least three had been sent to the hos- 
pital, and another several dozen had 
narrowly missed being hit by the big, 
fast bikes. 

The Gripsters racing director pointed 
out that his club has only 19 active mem- 
bers, and couldn't possibly have staged 
the race without the assistance of Laf- 
ferty and his radio crew.

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Curnutt Shocks A New Approach To Suspension 


By Russ Darnell 


In the areas of dirt riding, like desert, 
scrambles, motocross, and enduros, 
suspension is the keynote to traveling 
fast across rough terrain. In the old 
days of rigid frames, the speeds were 
necessarily slow compared to our 
present day swining arm equipped ma- 
chines, There have been many innova- 
tions in suspension in the last 10 to 15 
years; better telescopic forks, neater 
frame geometry, stronger’ hubs and 
wheels, and new designs in shock ab- 
sorbers for the rear, In the last category, 
there have been few dramatic changes 
in the design of dampening units for the 
rear of motorcycles for some time, 
Shock absorber development has hit a 
plateau, and that brings us to the subject 
of this test report: the Curnutt shock,

For the past year Wisconsin motor- 
cyclists have been working with the 
State Legislature and Department of 
Natural Resources for the adoption of a 
motorcycle outdoor recreation program. 

The Department of Natural Resources 
assisted with the initial writing of the 
bill, More than 20 Assemblymen co- 
sponsored the legislation when it was 
introduced into the lower house of the 
legislature. After some minor revisions 
and amendments the bill, known as 
M.O.R.P, or 139-A passed with little 
difficulty, 

Although a companion bill had been 
introduced into the upper house of the 
Legislature it was decided that the 
Assembly bill would be moved directly 
to the Senate thus avoiding unnecessary 
delays. 

Probably the most difficult task that 
faced proponents of M,O.R.P. was pull- 
ing the bill out of committee and on to 
the Senate floor for consideration, Com- 
pounding this problem was the myrid of* 
controversial legislation being consider- 
ed by this session of the Legislature. In 
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The Curnutt shock is manufactured by 
Charles Curnutt of Torrance, California, 
and it is a huge departure from a normal 
Shock absorber. Chuck's unit is differ- 
ent enough in principle and design to have 
enabled the inventor/manufacturer to 
obtain a patent (pending) on nearly every 
piece that goes into the assembly. 

As you probably already know, after a 
Short time in the desert or on a moto- 
cross circuit your shocks will ‘‘sack out’’ 
or collapse, If your springs are strong 
enough to take the beating, the dampers 
themselves will soon fail to function pro- 
perly. What do you do when a normal 
shock wears out? Throw it away and buy 
a new set, right? That is the old way of 
doing things, The Curnutt shock has a 
new approach, They ‘‘never’’ wear out, 
The only parts subject to wear are the 
three sealing components; that is, one 
seal at the top, and two 0-rings used on 
the dampening valves, A set of seals last 
a minimum of six months, and the cost 
of the three replacement parts is $1.00. 
As the units are easy to disassemble (a 
complete set of inexpensive special tools 
is offered but not required for repair) 
all work can be done in your own garage. 
I can personally attest to the fact that the 
Shocks are nearly unbreakable, as I ran 
one set in Europe all year long without 
changing seals, and without any trouble 
whatsoever, 

The European circuit are generally 
much longer and rougher than our own 
tracks so suspension gets a tremendous 
work out, All year long I saw other rid- 
ers forced out of the competition because 
of a broken shock or collapsed spring, 
and when you are riding for money or for 
World Championship points this can bea 
real disaster. My wife timed me through 
many sections on various courses to 
help me improve my lap times, She also 
timed some of the top riders to make a 
comparison through the same given sec- 
tions, She noted that my times were 
quicker in some of the very roughest 
sections, I would love to have been able 
to attribute the faster times to only my 
riding ability, but I couldn’t. The fact of 
it was that my Curnutt shocks with their 
longer travel, better dampening, and 
extra strength, enabled me to force 


the final week of the scheduled session 

M.O.R.P, was brought out of committee 

and when voted on — was passed unani- 

mously, 

All that’s needed to make M.O.R.P, a 
reality is the Governors’ signature. 
Basic provisions are as follows, 

1. A two dollar increase in license fees 
(motorcycle). 

2. Transfer of this two dollars from the 
Dept, of Transportation to the Dept. 
of Natural-Resources, 

3. The two dollars must be used for the 
establishment and operation of motor- 
cycle recreation areas, 

4. An advisory council composed of a 
cross section of persons interested in 
motorcycling will be appointed by the 
Natural Resources Board, The re- 
sponsibility of this Council will be to 
guide the Dept. of Natural Resources 
in the development of a motorcycle 
recreation program, 

An objection that has been expressed 
by many road riders is that they, by 
licensing their bikes, will be providing 
recreation areas for people who ride 
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through these horribly rough areas at a 
higher rate of speed without being pound- 
ed to death like the other riders! We 
proved this to be true in successive rac- 
es where we again checked my times to 
those of top riders. 

The actual construction of the Curnutt 
Shock is excellent as only the best ma- 
terials are used throughout, The dampen- 
ing rod is stainless steel, the main body, 
and mounting eyes are all made of 4130 
(chrome molly) steel, The dampening 
valves and spring clips are light alloy 
and the springs are constant-rate items 
that are guaranteed not to sack out or 
sag. Because of the long travel of the 
Curnutt shocks, the spring rates are 
extremely soft at 55 Ibs, This is the 
softest spring used on any shock avail- 
able that I know of, and it makes for a 
very comfortable ride, Most shocks on 
the market now have center rods of 1/4’’ 
to 3/8’? and are easy to bend in competi- 
tion, The Curnutt units feature a stain- 
less steel rod that is a full 1/2” in 
diameter, 

The whole principle of the Curnutt 
shock is different from either types, 
Other. shocks are designed to givea good 
dampening action to smooth the rough out 
to a certain extent, and to provide the 
rider with as much directional control 
as possible, but they are lacking because 
they only dampen at one specific rate, 
The Curnutt's on the other hand, are de- 
signed to provide multiple dampening so 
that ALL types of bumps are compen- 
sated for, 

The main idea of the shock is to keep 
the rear wheel on the ground as much of 
the time as possible, for every second 
that the wheel is bouncing it is not driv- 
ing the machine forward. The Curnutt's 
succeed in this aspect to the tune ofa 
least 40% more rear-wheel-to-ground- 
time, and this means 40% more traction, 
This increase is greatly noticable at the 
start line, and especially exciting cor- 
ners where you can get the power on 
sooner, I have found them to be a great 
benefit in the mud in Europe also, where 
traction is severely limited, 


Many people look at the price of the 
Curnutt shock and turn away, but I think

It is readily admitted that the off the 
road rider will probably make greater 
use of these areas than the road rider, 
However, it is unfair to claim that the 
road rider will be cheated or ignored by 
this new program. After all, the dirt 
rider who burns a minimum of 12 gallons 
of gas ís paying approximately two dol- 
lars in road taxes; for roads he's not 
using.

Compete In Speedway Races 


By Dave Lanning 

Wanted. A Stateside sponsor to send 
an American national speedway team to 
Britain this year, For a London meeting 
of British League Division II bosses 
have agreed to invite a Yank team to 
tour for the first time since 1951— pro- 
viding some organization will sponsor 
their travel arrangements, 

Britian’s Division Il, with 16 clubs 
from Berwick on the Scottish border to 
Plymouth down in glorious Devon, is 
already heavily committed with inter- 
national tours this year. The Czecho- 
slovakians, box office bonanza lastyear, 
are returning for seven matches in 
August, Another series against young 
Australasia — the pick of aspiring Aussies 
and Kiwis — will also be staged later 
in the year, 

Now, following correspondence with 
ace soloist Barry Briggs, who has been 
riding for Yamaha at Houston and Day- 
tona, the British track bosses believe 
they could still find room for a visit 
from Americans, but they cannot afford 
to shell out to airlift such a team to the 
United Kingdom, 

Commented multiple-promoter Reg 
Fearman, chairman of the Division II 
Management Committee: ‘‘We have the 
greatest speedway set-up in the worldin 
Britain, Every nation comes here to 
learn about speedway — the Swedes, 
Russians, Poles, No nation can ever hope 
to become an international force without 
extended experience on our tracks, 

*If the Americans wish to take ad- 
vantage of our facilities, we would be 
delighted to see them even though, for 
the most part, they are a totally unknown 
quantity, We are gambling heavily on 
their public appeal. 

**But providing they can arrange for a 
sponsor to fly them to Britain — and we 
understand that there are many big 
money sponsors in the States — then we 
would be prepared to arrange their ac- 
commodation and travel for their dura- 
tion in this country, I envisage a 14 day 
tour, with five matches — but possibly 
more," 

Fearman is contacting Briggs in the 
States to pass on this message. So the 
prospect of a British visit by an Ameri- 
can team is now very much onthe cards, 

Briggs, incidentally, has announced 
that he hopes to commute to America 
during the British season, thus gaining 
the best of both worlds, ‘‘Although the 
travel will probably kill me in the end," 
he said, with a grin. New Zealander 


Barry has also bought 15 acres of land 
in California — an action that has set 
British fans furiously speculating about 
his long term intentions, Is mighty 
Briggs thinking of settling in the States? 

Meantime, although his negotiations 
to get a Yank team to Britain looks like 
its getting off the ground, his ambas- 
sadorial wranglings to sueeze National 
champion Steve Bast into this year’s 
World Championship look like falling on 
fallow land, 

With the British qualifiers having to 
be run earlier than ever this year, the 
tight schedule means that something like 
200 British-based riders won’t get a 
chance at the title. For there are to be 
no rounds on Division II tracks, And that 
means no joy for Bast. 

Another international name in a 
similar spot is the Japanese champion, 
Jimmy Ogisu, now scheduled to make 
his European debutin the firstbig classic 
of the British season, the Wills Inter- 
nationale at Wimbledon, London, on 
May 25. 

Ogisu also asked to compete in the 
World Championship but was given the 
same answer. 

But there is hope for the future. With 
speedway extending its horizons inter- 
nationally it is likely that there will be 
a non-European theatre for qualification 
in 1971, encompassing riders from Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, the U.S.A., and 
Japan.

we tested there was a new accessory 
installed, At first glance it appeared to 
be a skid plate, but upon closer inspec- 
tion it turned out to bea plastic watcham- 
acallit, lined with foam rubber toabsorb 
any oil seepage from the engine. Although 
Triumph seems to have chosen a rather 
Rube Goldberg approach to the problem, 
this little pan did its job well, letting no 
oil reach the garage floor, Interested 
Triumph owners can purchase a similar 
pan from their local dealers, 

Although not the quickest bike on the 
boulevard, the Tiger has more than 
adequate acceleration, actually out drag- 
ging the more highly-tuned Bonneville up 
to 75 mph. Where the Bonneville has 
twin carbs for better breathing at high 
rpm's, the Tiger has a single carb for 
easy maintenance, better low-end torque 
and improved gas mileage, The new Con- 
centric seems to have finally been sort- 
ed out and works exceptionally smoothly, 
with no coughing or sputtering when the 
throttle is yanked open imprudently. 

The big twin would haul two people 
right on up to 100 mph with little vibra- 
tion to warn that it is approaching the 
ton, 

The Tiger’s good gas mileage was 
made apparent when we were riding with 
one of the large two-strokes which seem- 
ed to use enormous amounts of fuel 
compared to the Triumph, 


Handling was every bit as good as 
we’ve come to expect from Triumph 
motorcycles; dead steady steering and 
stable enough to ride in a gale. Riding 
one up or two, it made no difference in 
the hnadling. 


The one thing that impressed us most 
about the Triumph Tiger 650 is that it 
performs all its functions without the 
slightest whimper, It is not a flashy 
high-strung street racer, but rather a 
untempermental workhorse designed to 
carry you from point A to point B with 
a minimum of hassles, It just wouldn’t

Winner of six of the last nine national 
championship road races and eightof the 
last 14, Cal Rayborn will have to be 
listed as the favorite to win his third 
straight Daytona 200 mile championship 
March 15. If the San Diego Harley- 
Davidson pilot can master his perfor- 
mance, he would be the fourth rider to 
win the Florida classic three times, and 
the first to do it in successive years. 

In compiling eight national champion- 
ship road race wins since 1966, Cal has 
equaled Dick Mann & Joe Leonard's total 
of eight and is only one behind all time 
winner, Brad Andres who won nine titles 
in a five year span including three Day- 
tona championships, all on the old beach 
course, In addition, Cal has finished 
second three times, has a third and a 
pair of fifths in the national road race 
circuit. Prior to winning the race the 
last two years, he was fifth at Daytona 
in 1967. His overall record shows him 
finishing in the top three in 13 of the 
last 23 pavement races, 

Dick Mann, a polished vertan, who 
equals Cal’s record in the winner’s cir- 
cle has not won a road title since 1965 
when he won three within a month, His 
best finish last year was a seventh at 
Sears Point and in ‘68 was fourth at 
Loudon, He has finished second at Day- 
tona three times, in ‘58-‘59 and ‘62, 

Gary Nixon won the 200 miler in 1967 
and went on to win three of the four road 
races that year, and was leading the 
other one when he was forced out with 
magneto trouble. He also won the 110 
miler in ‘66, the 75 miler in ‘65, and the 
Windber, Pa, 50 miler in 1963, his first 
national championship win to total six 
titles. He has wen several 250cc races, 
Last year he pulled in third in the 
Heidelberg Mini race and in ‘68 ran 
second three times. His Daytona record 
shows him finishing second and fourth 
prior to his ‘67 win, He has finished 
second in five races; and has finished 
in the top five 17 times, 

The only current three time winner 
entered, Roger Reiman, will have his 
sights set on number four, Roger won* 
the first Speedway race in 1961 and then 
took back to back victories in 64-65, He 
was also fourth in‘62. Roger has finished 
in the top five 20 times and finished 
second at Heidelberg last year. He was 
third at Sears Point and fourth at the 
Indianapolis road race. 

Ralph White, the 1963 winner, will at- 
tempt to get number two. He was third in 
*62 and fourth in both ‘64 and ‘66, White 
has won three road races, finished sec- 
ond once and third six times. He has been 
in the top five 14 times, 

Mert Lawwill who needs only a road 
race win to become the first rider in 
AMA history to accomplish a national in 
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each category finished fourth last year. 
He has two other worthy performances 
at the big speedway, finishing with an- 
other fourth in 1967 and ran second to 
Reiman in ‘65, His road racing ability 
has been proven by finishing in the top 
five 11 times. He was second last year at 
Heidelberg and fourth at Sears Point. 

Ron Grant was second last year and 
fifth in ‘68. He placed well in two other 
nationals last year, running number two 
at Indianapolis and fifth at Laconia, Art 
Baumann won his first national last year 
at Sears Point and ran third at Indiana- 
polis. He was third at Daytona in ‘68. 
Walt Fulton III, won both the nove and 
amateur titles in successive years andis 
currently the only rider eligible to claim 
wins in all three divisions. He won the 
Heidelberg mini road race in his first 
expert year, but was limited to only one 
finish in the top five last year, with a 
fifth at Indianapolis, He was 14th last 
year in the Florida race. 

A couple of Aanadian riders rank as 
top contenders, Mike Duff was third last 
year and Yvon DuHamel was second in 
1968 and also holds a pair of 250 wins at 


the track, DuHamel was also fourth at 
Laconia and ninth at Sears Point last 
year. 

Bart Markel who may be a doubtful 
starter due to a broken collar bone at 
Houston has not had too much success at 
Daytona or road racing. He has finished 
in the top ten only twice and was sixth 
last year and fifth in 1961, His best effort 
has been a second at Watkins Glen back 
in 1961 and has finished in the top five 
only seven times with three fourths and 
three fifths in addition to his number two 
spot in ‘61. He, like Lawwill, needs only 
a pavement victory to complete the na- 
tional championship win circuit. 

With more than a 100 experts expected 
to be on hand for the classic, plus the 
new 750 rule, the big race could be full 
of surprises and anyone of 15 racers 
could blanket the finish line. This year’s 
race will mark the 29th running since 
1937, which has seen 18 different win- 
ners, Reiman,- Andres and Dick Klam- 
forth are the only three time winners, 
while Ben Campanale, Joe Leonard, and, 
Billy Mathews have won it twice along 
with Rayborn, Harley-Davidsons hold a

big margin in the victory circle having 
won 17 of the races, Norton has claimed 
five, including four in a row in the early 
fifties, Triumph three, Indian two, and 
BSA one.

3rd place with a loss of 49 marks. 

Top Amateur of the day, Fernando 
Belair turned in a remarkable perfor- 
mance for the Montesa Marque, In nine 
sections with 3 laps or a total of 27 
sections, Belair lost only two marks, a 
truly remarkable feat, 


Five very challenging traps were set 
up for the women and kids with some 
tricky mud, loose rocky turns and in- 
teresting gully runs. Performances turn- 
ed in were really remarkable and all 
competitors enjoyed the ride immensely, 

All sections showed excellent fore 
thought and were a real pleasure to ride, 
Probably the toughest section for the 
Master/Experts was #1. Dropping off a 
10 ft, high bank, you immediately turned 
right and went up a near vertical 6 ft, 
ledge, then a gentle turn to the left and 
down another 10 ft, bank, then a very 
tricky climb up a 5 foot ledge with a 120 
degree right turn, right at the top, down 
the gully and another tight left turn, then 
with the exit in sight a two ft. ledge 
stopped several riders from clearing the 
‘tend’? marker, 


Section two had an interesting 3 foot 
drop off that was much easier than it 
looked but several riders ‘‘psyched’’ out 
and made several one and two dab stead- 
ing prods that they know they shouldn't 
have. Section 5 was definitely a fun sec- 
tion offering several challenges, cross- 
ing à small stream, up a root and mud 
covered bank you then traversed about 
20 yards of off camber slick terrain, 
then a slight ledge that required just the 
right amount of throttle to keep from 
breaking traction and slipping down for a 
sure 5 mark loss. 

All in all the San Diego Trials Riders 
must be commended for turning another 
of their very excellent and welkorganized 
events.

“TI won my first national championship 
in 1965 out at the fairgrounds in Sacra- 
mento,’’ declared Mert Lawwill, Number 
1 Grand National Champion motorcycle 
racer in the U.S., ‘‘this was really the 
high point in my racing career, I was 
riding a factory model Harley Davidson. 
My share of the purse was $1,200 that 
day — the biggest pay off I had ever re- 
ceived, I felt like I had the world by the 
tail, At last, after 4 years of competing 
in professional motorcycle racing, I was 
beginning to move.” 

Lawwil didn't know it, but this race 
also marked the midpoint in his career, 
Since another 4 years would elapsed be- 
fore he would win the coveted title, 
Number One Grand National Champion 
Motorcycle Racer in the United States.

the number 1 until he is unseated. Law- 
will finished 1969 with a point tally of 
756 which was 97 points more than Gene 
Romero’s second highest total. 

In 1970, the number of points allotted 
will depend on the size of the purse rath- 
er than the length of the race, For ex- 
ample, a track that pays $6,000 will 
award 26 points to win. A track thatpays 
$15,000 will award 100 points to win, 10 
points less for second position, 20 points 
less for third, etc. 

When Lawwill'was a 5'6'' teenager, he 
began taking part innon-professional, no 
purse, scramble events sponsored by the 
local motorcycle club in his home town 
of Boise, Idaho, During 1959-60 he began 
taking weekend trips to the Portland, 
Oregon area, mostly in the hopes of

bringing home a few dollars. In 1961, he 
moved to southern California, where 
weekly events are held. At about this 
time he began to think seriously about 
motorcycling as a career. The following 
year he began competing in the weekly 
events at Ascot Park, He soondiscover- 
ed that competition on the tight, half 
mile, T-T dirt track at Ascot Park was 
much hotter than anything he had en- 
countered in the Northwest, ‘‘This was 
my first attempt to break into the big 
time,’’ Lawwill said, In 1962, he ranked 
5th Amateur among the motorcycle rac- 
ers in the nation, 

“I began making $80 to $150, depend- 
ing on how good I could do," Lawwill 
said, ‘‘This was a far cry from the few 
dollars I had picked up in the 2 previous 
years from 4 professional races, 

As a Novice, Lawwill started out rid- 
ing a BSA, Birmingham Small Arms 
motorcycle — a comparatively light ma- 
chine, He took his old BSA bike to Cali- 
fornia with him, ‘‘but I found thatI had to 
change and modify it constantly under the 
new conditions," Lawwill declared, I 
changed the location of the engine and 
modified the geometry of the forks, so 
that it would be possible for me to ride 
that particular bike faster around that 
particular course, I got a lot of good ex- 
perience, but I had so many engine 
failures that, finally, I decided I would 
have to change bikes. 

Fortunately, he was able to get a new 
motorcycle, a Harley Davidson, from a 
new sponsor, Dud Perkins, a San Fran- 
cisco Harley Davidson dealer. 

*Actually," Lawwill said, ‘‘Roxy 
Rockwood, announcer at Ascot, was in- 
strumental in securing the new sponsor- 
ship.” 

The first year on the Harley was very 
disappointing. ‘‘I had a hard time adapt- 
ing to the new brand of motorcycle,” 
Lawwill explained. It was a factory pro- 
duction K.R. model, 40 horse power — 
now they run up to around 60-70 h,p. 

Mert Lawwill than began to approach 
the art of racing from a scientific view-

Country 


Santa Fe Springs, Calif, — For the 1970 
competition season, factory sponsored 
Team Suzuki will field the strongest 
lineup in its history. According to U.S, 
Suzuki National Competition Director 
Paul Garnant, ‘‘We are going to enter 
national road racing competition in 1970 
with five new T-500’s and three 
T-250's," The big T-500's will run with 
more horsepower, a lighter frame, and 
better streamlining. While the T-250’s 
will have six port induction, five speed 
gearboxes, new frames, forks, and 
brakes, 

Riding these hot new Suzuki machines 
on the road race circuit will be veteran 
U.S, Champions Ron Grant, Art Baumann, 
Jody Nicholas and Jimmy Odom, 

Ron Grant was literally riding motor- 
cycles before he was big enough to kick 
start his first machine. Ron came.to the 
U.S, from England іп 1962, and joined 
Team Suzuki in 1966, The restis history. 
Last year, Ron came in a close second 
at the AMA nationals at Daytona and 
Indianapolis, Ron also went down to 
Bonneville with two Suzuki’s and came 
back with six land speed records, For 
1970, Ron Grant will ride T-500 and 
T-250 Suzukis in all National AMA 
road races, 

Art Baumann made his own niche in 
cycle history in 1969. Riding a Suzuki 
T-500 at Sears Point, Art became the 
first man ever to pilot a two-stroke 
motorcycle to victory in an Open Class 
AMA National Championship Road Race, 
Only two months later, riding the same 
Suzuki T-500, Art showed himself more 
than a match for the finest European 
riders by winning the California Inter- 
national Grand Prix. For 1970, Art will 
campaign Suzuki T-250's and T-500's in 
all National AMA road races, 

Jody Nicholas, a top ranked AMA ex- 
pert, is a newcomer to Team Suzuki, 
Jody started riding competitively back 
in 1960. In 1963, he won the 100-mile 
Expert National Road Race at Laconia, 
and the 150-mile National at Meadowdale, 
Illinois, finishing seventh in the AMA 
point standings despite an injury which 
kept him sidelined for half the season. 
In 1964, Jody won the Canadian Inter- 
national Lightweight Championships. The 
following year, Uncle Sam called, and 
Jody Nicholas went into the Navy to spend 
three years as a pilot, He returned to 
cycle racing in early 1968, But the 1970 
season will be Jody’s first full year back 
on the AMA National circuit where his 
skill and courage have won him a riding 
berth with Team Suzuki. 

Jimmy Odom rode last year on the 
Suzuki squad, Jimmy started road rac- 
ing after four years as a scrambler, He 
turned pro in 1966, and spent that season 
on a Suzuki X-6 winning TT’s and flat 
track races, Jimmy was named the top 
novice TT champion in California that 
year, In 1969, Jimmy Odom was in third 
place at Daytona aboard a Suzuki T-500 
when he had to come in on the 35th lap. 
In 1970, we look.forward to seeing 
Jimmy Odom aboard a 500cc class 
Suzuki machine at Daytona. 


In 1970, Suzuki will make a major push 
in motocross competition as well as 
road racing. Championship motocross 
riders Robert Peterson and Joel Roberts 
will join Suzuki's victorious Olle Peters- 
Son in campaigning Suzuki's new RH-70 
motocross machine іп both Europeanand 
Inter-American motocross champion- 
ship events, The RH-70 is an improved 
version of last year’s highly successful 
RH-69.

Everybody wants into the act when it 
comes to motorcycle legislation, And it 
Promised to become even worse unless 
we do something about it! In the pasttwo 
months, nearly two dozen new motor- 
cycle laws have been proposed in our 
State Legislature, And other govern- 
mental agencies such as the Bureau of 
Land Management and U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice are ‘laying down the law’ for use of 
areas under their jurisdiction, These 
new laws, both proposed and actual, all 
stem from several basic facts: 

— The theft, dismantling, used, and re- 
sale of motorcycles and parts has be- 
come a big business, All of us, except 
those who are involved in this business, 
wish to see this stopped, 

— Intentional vandalism, malicious mis- 
. chief, littering, and. harassment of 

livestock and wildlife by a few of us 

have aroused the unbridled ire of a 

great many citizens, including the re- 

sponsible and respectable motor- 
cyclists, 

— Unintentional damage to public lands 
has resulted from off-the-road use, In 
some areas, due to soil conditions and 
other related factors, this damage is 
far-reaching and irreparable, 

— Other than the irresponsible acts of a 
few, the biggest objection that other 
recreational land-users have to joint- 


m.o.r.e. 


occupancy is the excessive noise factor 
— Motorcycling, being the faste growing 

form of outdoor recreation in Califor- 
nia, has already far exceeded the capa- 
city of land-use agencies to provide 
the necessary facilities for such recre- 
ation, Faced with overrun and over- 
crowded conditions, the natural re- 
action is to legislate against motor- 
cycling. 

All but three of the pending new laws 
or agency regulations result from one or 
more of the foregoing statements, Un- 
fortunately, the people who normally 
prepare or present these laws do not 
possess a comprehensive, underlying 
knowledge of motorcycling and their good 
intentions often result in some untenable 
or unworkable law which does not re- 
solve, but merely complicates our ori- 
ginal problem. For example: 

Recently, the Los Angeles Police De- 
partment asked a State Assemblyman to 
introduce legislation which would help to 
prevent or eliminate theft of motor- 
cycles, A beautiful intention! The Assem- 
blyman requested the drafting of such 
legislation, but in the drafting, the ori- 
ginal intent was lost and resulted in the 
introduction of Assembly Bills 670 and 
671 on February 11th. As introduced, 
these Bills: 

— Define a trail bike as any motorcycle 
to be used off-the-highway on public 
or private land and which is not regis- 
tered and licensed under the Vehicle 
Code for street-use, This definition 
would include three-wheelers, mini- 
bikes, speedway bikes, competition 
machines, trials bikes, desert bikes, 

` and true trail bikes, 

— Eliminate ‘‘title only” registrations, 

— Establish an annual registration fee of 
$5.00 for each ‘‘trail bike’’. 

NOTE: There are several other Bills 
before the legislature which 
require mandatory insurance 
for any registered motor ve- 
hicle. 

— Establish delinquency fees and fines for 
failure to register, 

— Require that each ‘‘trail bike’’ be 
equipped with an identification plate to 
be issued by the DMV for a servicefee 
of $5.00. To obtain the ID plate, the 
applicant would have to provide physi- 
cal descriptions, photographs, and 
statements of intended use. The DMV 
would decide if the applicant was en- 
titled to the ID plate, Operation without 
the ID plate would be subject to severe 
penalty.

If the Bills were not bad enough al- 
ready, they go on to provide that the 
revenues obtained from registration will 
be returned to the counties in which the 
owners of the ‘‘trail bikes’’ reside to be 
used for any purpse which the counties 
desire, 


I met with the Assemblyman who in- 
troduced these two Bills and pointed out 
the obvious fallacies and reasons why 
the motorcyclists would strongly oppose 
such legislation, Much to my surprise, 
this Assemblyman asked me to draft a 
Bill which would solve the problems and 
which the motorcyclists would support, 
Rather warily, I outlined the provisions 
of such a Bill and he agreed wholeheart- 
edly with every recommendation, The 
question now is, ‘Will you, the motor- 
cyclists, support this proposal?” If you 
will, there is a very good chance that we 
can have this proposal substituted for its 
more ridiculous counterparts, The pro- 
posal will: 


— Establish a law requiring the manda- 
tory registration of all motorcycles, The 
registration will include motor numbers, 
transmission numbers, and frame num- 
bers, If these components are not pre- 
sently numbered, the DMV will issue 
numbers to be stamped on the compo- 
nents. The DMV will maintain its records 
and issue registration certificates for 
components in such a manner that a 


motorcyclist can interchange legally- 
owned components or buy, sell, and trade 
legally-owned components, 


— Define streets and highways as those 
vehicular ways, either urban or rural, 
which receive sufficient vehicular traffic 
to cause them to be hard-surfaced in 
their normal form, The intent is to ex- 
clude certain limited-use roadways such 
as jeep trails, fire roads, and logging 
roads across public lands from the ex- 
acting equipment and licensing require- 
ments of city streets and highways, 
— Divide and define motorcycles into 
three separate classifications: 

1. Street machines — those which are 
operated on streets or highways, either 
totally or upon occasion, 


2, Trail machines — those which are - 


never operated on streets or highways 
except to cross a single or two lane 
highway at an approximate 90 degree 
angle, or which do not fall into the 
classification of special machines (see 
below). 

3, Special machines — those which are 
never operated on streets and highways, 
on public lands, or on private lands 
without the private land owners' specific 
consent, 

— Establish a law which sets forth the 
licensing requirements for the three 
classifications of motorcycles and their 
operators: 

1.Street machines — must be equipped 
with regular motorcycle license plates, 
The operators must meet all current 
requirements with respect to age and 
qualification while operating on streets 
and highways, 

2, Trail machines — as a contingency of 
operation, must be equipped with a per- 
manent identification plate to be ob- 
tained from the DMV for a one-time fee 
of $5.00. The ID plate number must ap- 
pear on the Registration Certificate for 
the frame component. Operators need 
not be licensed, 

NOTE: The DMV will be empowered 
to withdraw the ID plate of trail 
machines which become in- 
volved in intentional vandal- 
ism or malícious mischief in 
addition to such other penalties 
as might be imposed on the 
wrongdoers, 

3, Special machines — no licensing re- 


quirements for either machines or oper-

ators,— Establish a law which sets forth 2% 


the minimum equipment requirements 
for the three types of motorcycles. 
1. Street machines — must meet all cur- 
rent requirements regarding lighting 
systems, horns, muffler, mirrors, and 
other safety features, If operated in an 
off-the-road capacity, it must have a 
suitable spark arrestor, 

2. Trail machines — must be equipped 
with a suitable muffler and sparkarrest- 
or, If operated after dark, must be 
equipped with adequate lighting to warn 
other vehicles of its presence and in- 
tentions (Headlight, taillight, and stop- 
light). 

NOTE; This proposal will not attempt 
to define ‘‘a suitable muffler’’, 
however, the CHP has been 
directed to establish accept- 
able noise levels for motor- 
cycles and proposed legislation 
will be forthcoming. 

3. Special machines — no requirements, 
unless operated on private proptery at 
which time they must be equipped to the 
owners’ specifications. and such other 
governing ordnances concerning muf- 
flers and spark arrestors, 

— Establish a law which exempts private 
landowners and public agencies from re- 
sponsibility and liability for the condi- 
tion of recreational roads, trails, and 
areas, except in those instances where 
hazards are intentionally introduced for 





the purpose of bringing physical harm to. 
the recreation-seeker, 

— Provide that the revenue received from 
the annual registration fee of $5,00 for 
trail machines is placed into a special 
fund to be used solely for the acquisition, 
development, and maintenance of off-the- 
road motorcycling facilities, The fund 
will be administered by the California 
State Department of Parks and Recrea- 
tion on advice by the California Recrea- 
tional Trails Committee, The California 
Recreational Trails Committee will re- 
vew proposals from the Parks and Re-. 
creation Departments of the various 
counties and establish priorities based: 
upon current usage and demand, Each 
such project will be subject to approval 
by the California State Legislature, 

That is my proposal! There are nonew 
restrictions or additional requirements 
presented therein that are not currently 
before the State Legislature in a more 
restrictive or demanding nature. Even 
so, I know that some of you will object 
to this proposal, All that I canaskof you 
is to think it out, read between the lines, 
and then see if you don’t come out win- 
ners in terms of expense, facilities, and 
freedoms which you do not now have 
available to you, 

This proposal, if enacted, will prove 
that the majority of motorcyclists are 
responsible and respectable and that we 
are willing to pay for what weget,It will 
eliminate the age-old excuse that there 
is ‘‘no money in the budget for motor- 
cycling facilities”, This is our oppor- 
tunity to introduce one Bill that wiltpro- 
vide us with some workable laws and at 
the same time will eliminate the need 
for everyone else taking pot-shots at us 
in the form of miserable laws.
